The whole of eastern and 
southern Sinal was part of the Hed- 
jaz province of the Ottoman Empire. 
In 1906 Hgypt was granted admi- 
anistrative rights in Binal up to a 
line from Rafah to the head of the 
Ἢ Guif of Akaba, Turkey expressly 
retaining the right of sovereignty.

Sinai, which therefore, by right of 
‘conquest, was at Britain's disposal

Melnertzhagen's interest in the re- 
turn of the Jews to Bret Ytsracl 
began when ho was a child.

THE JEWS are great story-tellers 
and have produced a rich nar- 
rative literature. This can be seen 
already in the Bible and is to tho 
fore in the Aggerdic sections of 
the Talmud and in the Midrash. It 
is apparent in our own day In the 
story-telling tradition and abilittes 
of the East European Jow (ea- 
pecially In Yiddish) and in the 
Sephardi and Orlental Jew. Pre- 
sumably, the anclent Jew often told 
oriea for thelr own sake but the 
only ones thought worth preserving 
were thoso which pointed a moral. 

An exemplum or mashal is an 
anecdote or short narrative used to 
point a mors}. In a Jewigh context 
it often leada up to an ingentous 
interpretation of a Biblical verse. 
As Rabb! Braude polnta out in his 
intraduction to this book, in a work 
such ag the i8th-century “Yalkut” 
the exemplum is an element in the 
sequential exposition of the Bible.

leas so. Along with Borges and 
one or two others, they have been 
slowly wearlng down ‘the 
prejudice that holds that 

good but bananas can come out of 
the banana republics, 

Neruda is that rare creature, a 
Polltical poet whose art sails above 
mere politics. His famous “United 
Fruit Company,” “The Dictators,” 
and “Hunger In the South,” for ox. 
ample, are elegant reminders that 
poets are indeed, as Shelley told us, 
the true legislators of the world, 

“1 see the sobbing in the coal 
at Lota/and the wrinkled shadow of 
the beaten-down Chilean/pick away 
at the bitter vein in the core, die/ 
Hve, be born in the petrified cinder” 

As long as human beings write 
Hines κα these, the overstuffed 
bellies of the world can never sleep 
eaally. 

But Neruda is not just a pole- 
micist with a hammer and sickle 
to grind. Lord bleas him, he's also 
ἃ love poet, a celebrator of cities 
and nature, a man who haa fun, If 
you don't know his “Sexual Water” 
or hig crazy “Ode to My Socks,” 
then drop this and hustle on down 
to your bookseller. 

Vallejo is well worth the hustling, 
too. He may lack the range of his 
Chilean compafiero, but he clearly 
matches him in poetic intensity, 
His work shows the full effect of 
the French Symbollsts, whose air 
he breathed for the part 
of his brief mature years (he ded 
at age 46 in 1938). He is the kind 
of post who simply won’t quit our 
minds, the klnd who dares to throw 
our nightmares back at us, And 
he's the kind of talent who speaka 
so clearly ‘that he can make ua 
believe that people must care about 
people: 

“They all know that I'm altve,/ 
that I chew my jood.. and they 
don't knoto/why harsh winds 
whistle in my poems/.. On the 
day I was born/Ged was stok/ 
gravely.”

CONTINUING thelr mushroom

BERtHA Urdang’a Rina Gallery 
jn Beit Hakerem, Jerusalem, 
seems to have become a mere branch 
of the Rina Gallery, New York, 
where Mrs. Urdang has been pro- 
moting a number of Iaracli artists 
with notable success over the last 
few years, Through her, a number 
of Isruclis, llke Benni Efrat, Michael 
Gross, Joshua Neusteln, Moshe Kup- 
ferman und others, are now rep- 
resented in famous New York mu- 
aeums.

Postscript to the Royal Ballet

THE ROYAL BALLET danced 
here fur only a week, but the 
anticipation had mounted over 
several months before thelr 
arrival, and the post mortems are 
still coming in, 

One veader responded to my 
reviews: “Rudolf Nureyev should 
send you a thank-you note for 
pour kindness, 1 was let down by 
lis. perfurmance.” 

Another: "I think basically we 
ngree (about the opening — per- 
formance). But must you be sa 
tactful?... Why should the fact 
that the performance which was 
scheduled for 9:00 started at 
9:40, go completely without com- 
ment?... The works which were 
Bresented were completely — dis-

appointing to me... That the eom- 
pany was tired is surely no fault 
uf the audience... On talking to 
many friends, I would say the 
feeling of the Israeli audience is 
that they have been taken in.” 

These comments reached me 
while I was still reeling from an 
encounter with an Egged Tours 
employee when TI was secking 
advice on public transportation 
fram Jerusalem to aesarea. 
After an attack on my husband 
for not letting me use the car for 
the purpose, he wanted to know 
where i had got my ticket. I 
mentioned my function as a dance 
critic, and he leaned on the 
counter to shake his finger in 
my face.

THE THOUGHT that bothered ἃ 


me while I was watching, with 
much enjoyment, Elijah the Pro- 
phet, presented by the Israol Fes- 
tival, roncarned the presence of 
that wonderful man. Is he still 
with us as he was over the mil- 
lennia, or have we lost him in the 
rush of our present-day life, in 
the frantic purait of yaals of 
which, 1 am afraid, he wouldn't 
Approve. 

There ia no one in our history 


like Blijah when it comes to 
performing miracies. it was he 


who showrd the priests of Brat 
wha is the true Gad by making 


fire come down from Heaven to 
consume their offering; it was he 
who ended his life on earth 
ascend ing to Heaven in ἢ flaming 
chariot. Which was by no means 
an end to his miracles, for ig it 
not Elijah who has been coming 
lown on Passover evar since to 
visit the homes where the Seder 
is being celebrated and partake 
of the wine? 

His miracles were unending. 
He aecompanted his 
wherever they went, always on 
the spot to save them from 
troubles, or ut least to offer con- 
solation when cven his powers 
fuilud. And the people responded 
with a kint of love vouchsafed 
to no other here of Jewish his- 
tory, creating over ithe centuries 
a treasure of stories, legends, and 
poems abaut him. .

Taymen's views, ‘like critics’, 
range from the insensitive and 
stupid to the pereeptive and 
loving. The only difference be- 
tween a layman and the “pro- 
fessional” ceitie is that the latter 
writes down his thoughts and 
sees Lhem published. hig is not 
a stall difference, however, since 
peblicutions reach many people, 
and the very faet of printing 
confers authority on the words, 
Thus the views o£ one critic's 
have onan influence that the 
opinions of hundreds of others in 
the audience do not. 

With influence comes 
sibillty. ‘The eonscientions erltic 
madifies his opinions by — pre- 
senting them against a back- 
ground of the whole cultural 
Beene, about which he hopefully 
has knowledge and perspective, 
In asacssing a piven performance, 
it in his duty to vonsider — the 
problems of the performers alonye 
with the finanelal and cultural 
problems of Lhe rommunity, So

TO Git BACK lo the Royal 
Vallet. Large numbers of people 
were turned away from perform- 
anees because tickets were sold 
out almost as scon as they went 
on sale. Expeetlation ran high, 
hoth for Rudolf Nuveyov, inter- 
national star of the first magni- 
lude, and for the Royal Ballet, by 
reputation one of the finest class- 
Ienl donee companies in the 
world. No wonder that Flaws in 
the event were felt so keenly. 


There was dissatisfaction with 
musical accompaniment, choice 
of programme, the female art- 


istes and — at the opening per- 
formance — tlred dancers and 
late curtain. I spoke about these 
defects with Mr. Propes, director 
of the Israel Festival, who pave 
me some insight into the com- 
plications of arranging such a 
tour. 

Music: Isrnel’s better orches- 
tras were not available for the 
required dates. They were left 
with the Haifa Orchestra, whieh 
did not rise to the occasion. 

Programme: This was selected 
by the Royal Ballet management. 
Because of financial considera- 
tions, they were forced to pre- 
sent a series of short pieces, 
“highlights” that make up a good 
show, instead of full-length pro- 
ductions which are so much more 
gratifying in the development of 
choreography and character roles, 


treasure and came up with ἃ 56- 
lection, in Hebrew, Yiddish and 
some token Ladino, of songs and 
stories which are now delivered 
by as fine a cast as could be 
mustered. 

Tt was a joy, first of all, to 
watch Joseph Buloff, who flew 
over from the United States 
for the three performances, get- 
ting his teeth into Itzik Manger’s 
Poem about how the pro- 
phet saved the poet’s mother 
from an embarrassing situation 
by redeeming her velvet Sabbath 
dress from the pawnbroker, and 
another by Manie Leib, which 
relates how the prophet saved 
the Jews of Vilna from the snow 
which threatened to obliterate the 
city. Buloff is an even better re- 
citer than he is an actor, using 
the simplest of means — a slight 
Pause, ἃ faint chuckle, a sly 
fiance at the audience — to get

Hershel Bernardi (about whom 
an article appears on another 
Page of the Magazine), who also 
came over from the U.S. for the 
show, delighted us with his Yid- 
dish and his engaging stage per- 
sonality, but his readings and sing- 
Ing pated beside the performance 
of the master.

excellent dancer) wag scheduled 
to appear as his partner. Their 
falling out in Paris was roported 
in “ΤΠ πο" magazine (August 18). 

Disappointing opening night: 
Interestingly enough, the audi- 
ence, in so far as it represents the 
Isrueli public, may indeed be 
blamed for the tired daucers and 
late opening in Jerusalem. Mr. 
Prupes deseribed the bus trip 
made by the company froin Tel 
Aviv to Jerusnlen that aflernoon, 
Unfortunately, it coincided with 
the truck drivers' slow motion 
‘protest that clogged the highway 
hetween the two cities, causing 
the unhappy dancers to spend 
three hours cooped up in the bus 
in a nerve-racking crawl. Israclt 
audiences might learn somethin; 
from a review of us by the Roya! 
Ballet Company! 


IT IS MY opinion that even with 
excellent theatres, full pro- 
ductions and rested dancers, a 
one-night stand is never reward- 
ing. Ballet is an apistocratic art 
form that thrives best when an 
audience gets to know performers 
and their repertory over a period 
of time. Appreciation grows with 
Intimacy. 

One letter-writer gave her solu- 
tion: "Here is one devoted follow- 
er of the Royal Ballet who will 
confine future attendance to per- 
formances in England only — 
when I can expect all excuses of- 
fered presently to be un- 
necessary.” 

This balietomane, for her part, 
will continue to be grateful to 
the Israel Festival and other 
local impresarios for the op- 
portunity of seeing these fine 
Broups perform in this country 
— always with the hope that a 
few of the more annoying con- 
ditions can be improved. Despite 
all the complaints, I found not a 
little pleasure in the dancing of 
Rudolf Nureyev and the 
Royal Ballet.
